146.52 — WHAT IS IT? 

By Tom Cunard, N4HRD 

Because of the fast growing world of amateur radio and the mis- 
informed multitudes I have taken it upon myself to clarify a 
problem that has been a problem for a lot of amateur radio 
operators in the south Florida area. 

The problem I refer to is the proper nomenclature for the 
frequency 146.520 MHz. Several individuals have taken it upon 
themselves to be the guardians of the aforementioned frequency, 
the justification for this act has been an erroneous print by QST 
magazine in their VHF contest rules in which they referred to 
146.520 as the ‘NATIONAL CALLING FREQUENCY ’”’. In order to 
clarify the proper name for the frequency in question I went to the 
source, namely the American Radio Relay League, Inc. Following 
is the reply from same: 

“Dear Tom: 

This letter is to confirm our recent telephone conversation in 
which we discussed the subject of the proper use of the frequency 
146.52 MHz. It was my understanding that we agreed that a distinc- 
tion exists between the use of the terms ‘“‘national calling 
frequency” and ‘“‘national simplex frequency”’. We also agreed that 
research revealed that the ARRL Repeater Directory referred 
quite properly to that frequency as the ‘“‘national simplex 


frequency’’. Also that contest rules for specific on-the-air events

Bob Sikes (KE4VR) and Rachel Sikes (KE4VS) organized, 
planned, and managed this massive amateur radio project to high 
professional standards. Loretta Enck (KA4TFD) handled the 
tremendous 10 day scheduling chore. Manny Papandreas (W4SS) 
coordinated and contributed a multitude of services.

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DO YOU HAVE A SCRAP OF HARD LINE? 
DO YOU LIKE THE J-POLE ANTENNA? 

Here’s how. Some 1’’ Heliax motivated me to try to find a way to 
use the hard line for the quarter wave transformer. It is important 
to know the velocity factor. Using the dipper left me a little high. 
After the 1”’ J-Pole was made, I went to some 1/2” helax and got a 
good one. With foam insulation I found the velocity factor at .76. 
This design is good across the 2 meter band with SWR 1.5 or less, 
the lowest at 145.5 MHz. To save stripping off 40” of hard line for the 
1/2 wave section you can splice on a section of copper tubing or 
copper wire. Dimensions for a 220 MHz antenna, which works AOK. 
The 1/4 wave de-coupling sleeve is not necessary but is an im- 
provement.

ARRL COMMENTS ON EXAMS 

The ARRL filed comments with the FCC on the volunteer 
examination proposal, P.R. Docket No. 83-27, April 25. The 
League’s comments made some suggestions to clarify volunteer 
licensing procedures. 

The League is concerned because the Volunteer Examination 
Coordinator (VEC) would suffer from extensive unreimbursed 
expenses incurred while administering amateur exams. The 
League feels that the Commission must allow the VEC to charge a 
fee toadminister exams. 

The amount charged should not produce a profit for the VECs. 
Fees must be kept to a minimum to cover actual expenses, such as 
printing and postage. This is the only way the League will par- 
ticipate in the Volunteer Examination Program. Without such a fee 
system, the long-term financial health of the VEC would be in 
jeopardy, and, therefore, the whole volunteer exam program would 
be in jeopardy, also. See June ‘‘Happenings’’ for details.

The VHF/UHF Locator System introduced for Western 
Hemisphere use has gained widespread acceptance during the 
current 6 meter Es season. For the time being, states, handles, and 
SMIRK numbers have taken a back seat to locator numbers such as 
EL95 (Miami) and FN42 (Boston). During the May ’83 ARRL 6m 
Sprint Contest, I worked only 3 stations who did not know their 
locator numbers. To accurately and quickly tabulate grids worked 
and/or QSLed, write the ARRL ($1.00) for a large chart of U:S., 
Canadian, and limited Caribbean coverage. As a reminder, consult 
the January ’83 ‘‘QST”’ for full details of the Gridlocator system 
and VUCC awards. Remember to submit your logs from the Sprints 
to the ARRL before the deadline. Reportedly another set of 
VHF/UHF Sprints will be held during Nov. ’83. The general feeling 
at the May New England VHF Conference was that increased 
contests promote more VHF/UHF activity. What do you’ all think 
about having Sprints on a permanent basis? W400 reports that he 
worked 171 stations and 65 locations during the 6m Sprint. When the 
Sprint results are published, the entrants will be listed by section 
according to old tradition and not by grid locator. 


Continue to look for DX stations operating from the Caribbean - 


and some ‘rare’ or uninhabited grid locators. By way of 6m trivia

Traffic going out of state from Section level nets is handled by a 
designated representative (or rep) who carries it to the next higher 
echelon in the NTS, the Regional traffic net; here, it is sent. to one of 
the other Regional stations. If it is destined for one of the states in 
the Region it is sent to the rep for that state for distribution in his 
section, while all other traffic is sent to the Area rep and he takes it 
to the next echelon the Area net, where it is passed to the ap- 
propriate rep from the Region and the process is reversed to get the 
traffic to the section to which it is addressed. 

Participation in the Region nets is limited to the designated reps 
from the Sections in the Region. Florida is unique in that it sends 
reps to both the Fourth and the Fifth Region Nets. Cycle Two 
Region Nets meet twice during each cycle, usually on SSB, with one 
meeting before (called the up cycle) the Area net and one after it, 
the down cycle: The managers of FMTN and TPTN are responsible 
for designating reps for Cycle Two, the day-time cycle, while the 
manager of QFN assigns the reps for Cycle Four, the night-time 
cycle. When the Net Control of the Region net asks for check-ins he 
needs; your call and Section, your traffic list broken down by 
regions and quantity for each, and the quantity of ‘through’ traffic . 
that the Area rep wi!l carry on through to the Area net. 

The front cover of the ARRL Net Directory has a useful map

‘which shows the boundaries of the three Area nets separated by 


heavy dashed lines, and the twelve Traffic Regions separated by 
dark solid lines and identified by numbers in circles. Your traffic 
for any Region outside of the Eastern Area will to/thru the Fifth 
Region.

On the weekend of June 25-26 from 2 p.m. Saturday to 2 p.m. 
Sunday, members of the Fellowship Amateur Radio Club will 
participate in the 47th annual American Radio Relay League Field 
Day emergency preparedness test. 3 

On this weekend, thousands of Amateur Radio operators (hams) 
in the United States and Canada set up their stations in the open 
using only emergency power and portable antennas. They contact 
as many operators as possible in the 24-hour period. These tests are 
designed to help hams refine operating skills so necessary during 
disasters and times of emergency when normal channels of 
communications are disrupted or unavailable. 

The operation site this year for the Fellowship Amateur Radio 
Club is St. Bartholomew Church parking lot at Miramar Parkway 
and University Dr. Members of the club will be on hand to answer 
any questions about equipment, procedure, how to become a ham 
and the public service role that Amateur Radio plays in the com- 
munity. 

Field Day is sponsored by the American Radio Relay League, a 
membership society of United States and the Canadian Amateur 
Radio operators with headquarters in Newington, Connecticut. 
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DX with W4MB 
What Direction for DX 

Most hams realize that the usual geography maps give a very 
poor picture of the earth for radio purposes — the old problem of 
showing a spherical earth on a flat sheet of paper. 

The best map for radio use is the azimuthal equidistant projec- 
tion. This sacrifices shape of land and water areas to get two im- 
portant properties — correct angles and distances from the map 
origin. Since the origin can be placed anywhere on the globe, sucha 
map can give the data for your station exactly. The only problem in 
this is to get the map. Fortunately, it doesn’t have to be exactly at 
your station to get acceptably accuracy. 

The most commonly available such maps are in the ARRL An- 
tenna Handbook. These are centered on Washington, D.C., San 
Francisco and Wichita. For Daytona Beach, the Washington map is 
best. 

The Call Book has a large (22 inch) version based on the 
geographic center of the U.S.A., which also has tubular data for 
Miami. The error in this table (for Daytona Beach) is negligible. 
The Hydrographic office also has several, including one centered 
on Miami. Look in the yellow pages of the phone book for local 
sources. 

A small scale map centered on Miami is available from K4KA. 
Also several outfits advertise made to order maps and DX tables, 
giving data for your QTH. And, of course, if you are a computer 
buff, you can make your own — see the May, 1979 issue of Byte. 

It’s worthwhile to build up a file of these maps. The world sure 
looks different from, say, Canberra, or from Moscow. 

Hams lucky enough to have a special room for their shack might 
want to look at the many wall-sized maps available. One of the 
U.S.A., or of the World, makes good wallpaper. Alternately, a half- 
dozen of the smaller azimuthal maps would make an interesting 
and useful display. 

I don’t know if it’s still available, but there is a design of an 
illuminated map, which shows the location of the illuminated half 
of the earth, and direction lines from your QTH. Very useful for 
sunrise-sunset DXing. But it’s like Morgan’s yacht — if you have to 
ask, you can’t afford it. 

The K4KQ map is good enough, and much cheaper. 


SWL — SHORT WAVE LISTENING 

Do you think that SWLing is virtually non-existent? If so, you are 
wrong. 

The American Short Wave Listeners Club publishes a monthly 
magazine of 50 pages or more each month giving information on 
SWLing all over the world. It is a well organized group and much 
information is given on where to find what on the various bands. If 
you’d like more information, contact Stewart MacKenzie, 16182 
Ballad Lane, Huntington Beach, CA 92649. 

As an example of the great amount of activity, TIME Magazine, 
in it’s January 12 edition on page 43, gave considerable impetus to 
SWLing. Also NBC Magazine, on January 9 at 10:15 reported at 
length on the TV network on SWLing.

ARMY MARS

Now that you have a nice tower, what’s the first thing you need to 
have on it? Inverted V? Long wire? High-quality beam? Heavy 
duty rotor? Correct answer: none of the above. 

What you need on a tower is liability insurance for several 
hundred thousand dollars. The extra cost for higher protection is 
surprisingly low, compared to what it buys you. Which includes 
this, for example: Suppose a kid trespasses, climbs the tower, falls 
off, and the parents sue. Liability insurance can protect you from 
the lawyers’ fees, which you’ll otherwise have to pay even if you 
win the suit. 

You might also need to write a letter. My attorney, looking over 
my insurance contract, said the coverage specific to my tower and 
antenna should be spelled out more clearly. ‘“‘Suppose they deny 
your protection after an accident,’’ he said. ‘“Then you’d be back to 
paying a lowyer to sue the insurers and defend yourself against the 
injured party. The time to get picky is now.’’ So I wrote the com- 
pany a letter, describing my tower, stating who put it up, inviting 
an on-site inspection, and asking my letter be inserted in my file. 

Got a nice, polite reply: I am not to worry. I am protected. They 
company wishes more of their clients were as careful as I am. And 
all this in a letter in my safe deposit box, stapled to the insruance 
contract. And. . . now I sleep peacefully, even during the hurricane 
season!

The June 2 Teleconference Radio Net guest speaker was Joe 
Reisert, W1JR, who gave an informative talk on antenna systems 
and where state of the art is going in antennas.
